My dear Sir, 


Mr. Calvin Brinckle was appointed by Col. Snowden as assistant Assayer at the Mint & 
held the position until some time early in 1886 until he was removed by Supt. Fox. 


It is alleged that the removal was for cause, but Mr. Brinckle, who is a republican, 
claimed that no cause existed for his removal & pointed with strong honor of reason to the 
endorsement of his efficiency & attention to his duty received by him from his superior officer 
Assayer Eckfeldt (see his letter of Sept. 10 /85 only a few months before the removal). 


Some influential friends of Mr. Brinckle interceded in his behalf & he was reinstated, but 
not to his former position & pay, a democrat having in the meantime been appointed to the place. 


Since Mr. Brinckle’s reinstatement he has worked earnestly & faithfully in the Assay 
department, but at reduced pay & I sincerely believe his conduct has earned the good opinion of 
his superiors. Mr. Fox speaks highly of him & has expressed his willingness to certify to Mr. 
Brinckle’s merit if applied to for his opinion. 


I have known Mrs. Brinkle (the young man’s mother) for many years. She is now 
suffering from a serious & painful malady & has been confined to her bed since last June. I am 
greatly interest in her son & most earnestly hope that you will reappoint him to his old position 
& thereby do an act of justice to him & confer a great favor on me.
